Stillman Didn’t Appear on 
Day Guy Was Born 
Nurse Testifies. 
, 


(Bf the AMOciated Press) 
• Poughkeepsie, N. Y., June 17.— 
Testimony saying that Mrs. Annie 
Stillman, on the day that Guy Still­ 
man was born, directed her to tel­ 
egraph Fred Beauvais in Montreal 
a message saying: 
“Little I own vear has arrived,” 
was understood to have been intro­ 
duced today in the divorce suit of 
James 
A. Stillman, 
New 
York 
banker. 
This testimony was given by Mary 
Olive Gilligan, who was the nurse 
at Guy’s birth on Nov. 7, 1918, and 
she added that Mr. Stillman did not 
appear that day at the 
hospital 
where the infant was born. 
Dr. 
Hugh 
Russell, the Buffalo 
osteopath, who swore that Mrs. Still­ 
man, before the birth of Guy Still­ 
man admitted that Beauvais was the 
father of the child, was expected to 
resume the witness stand today. He 
was accompanied from Buffalo by 
his lawyer. 
Dr. Russell is regarded a? one of 
the most im portant witnesses for 
Mr. Stillman, 
who 
in complaints 
charged that Beauvais, a pare Indian 
guide, was Guy’s father. 
The at­ 
torneys for Mrs. Stillman were in­ 
censed by the testimony he gave at 
a recent hearing in New York. They 
accused him of violating the ethics 
of his profession by his testimony, 
as he declared that Mrs. Stillman 
made her alleged statement about 
Guy’s paternity while under treat­ 
ment in 1918. 
Direct examination of witnesses 
will be resumed, it is said, when he 
went on these and this morning, as 
a long court examination 
awaited 
him, it is expected that Dr. Russell 
will remain on the witness stand 
most of the day.

000,000 of created resources in the 
first four months of this year. This 
leaves us but $138,000,000 for the 
remaining eight months to 
make 
up our annual ash heap of a quar­ 
ter of a billion dollars, and there Is 
little doubt that American careless­ 
ness will accomplish this shameful 
objective.

"There are optimists In America 
who state that we are reducing the 
fire waste because this average fig­ 
ure of $250,000,000 
now 
repre­ 
sents inflated values. There is lit­ 
tle comfort In that academic reflec­ 
tion. The present housing situation 
is too desperate for us to be so com­ 
placent over it. 
"The mayor of a western city of 
20,0-00 people told me recently that 
if one of its stores should burn the 
owner would be done for.
